The 
overthrow of the German monarchs is 
regarded with indifference or scarce- 
ly concealed regret, and there is no 
hint of any disclosures regarding 


[responsibility for the war; no publica- 


tion of secret documents. 

The hostile attitude to the Allies is 
unchanged, or rather intensified, by 
the sense of humiliation cat by the 
conditions of -thée armistice, for which 
the Allies are apparently considered to 
blame, not the German rulers who 
tried to wreck ‘civilization. The per- 
sistence of the arrogant and exclusive 
German svirit under the new condi- 
tions is most remarkable. ' 

‘Perhaps, when communication “ 
restored and the truth cornes home a 
more conciliatory spirit will appear, 
‘but as yet the revolt has effected no 
change of heart in Germany. Yet the 
discipline of the German péople is sur- 
prising. It apparently submits to the 
new authority as readily as to the old 
and is only concerned to adapt itself 
to the new, conditions. 

The prevailing anxiety is to main- 
tain order, in view of the demobiliza- 
tion and the Bolshevist danger. The 
Soviets .of. Soldiers and . Workmen, 
though working clumsily, seem on the 
whole willing to assist in the main-

It should be noted that there has 
not been published a single manifesto 
from any German monarch, including 
the Kaiser, announcing a formal cate- 
gorical abdication.

Little Concern About Ex-Royalties. 

‘Nov. 17.—The German people 
evince little curiosity as: to the. fate 
of their former rulers, and the pres- 
ent Government, which is busy with 
more pressing questions, has not 
found time for consideration of its 
attitude toward the future fate of 
the ex-Kaiser and his family. At 
any rate, this has not yet been.the 
subject of any official deliberations, 
and no member of the Government 
believes himself justified in making 
a statement at present. 

However, a very large number of 
people read with great satisfaction 
in the newspapers this morning ex-. 
tracts from THE TIMES interview 
with former Ambassador Gerard. 
There are large circles here who 
share Gerard’s opinion and _ helieve 
the secret archives ought to be 
searched for evidence against Wil- 
helm Hohenzollern and his son. 

The ex-Kaiser’s wife, who has ob- 
tained permission to join his exile, 
was still in the Neue Palast at Pots- 
dam this morning, where she will 
haye to wait until the present rail- 
way congestion, caused by the de- 
mobilization, permits her departure. 
The ex-Crown Princess and her chil- 
dren, and also. the wives of other 
Hohenzollerns, Princes August Wil- 
helm and Eitel Friedrich, are with 
their mother at Potsdam.

Council until he changes his mind. 


Want Tirpitz Court-Martialled. 


Nov. 19.—According to the Frank- 
furter Zeitung, former Grand Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz has managed to 
escape to Switzerland. He left Ger- 
many very quietly shortly before the 
revolution broke out, and somehow 
crossed the Swiss border. THE NEW 
York TIMES correspondent. is ‘in- 
formed that’ von Tirpitz ‘had: lately 
lived .at .Baden-Baden, which. ‘place 
ihe left “on “thé“day ‘Prince “Max ‘was 
appointed Chancellor. 

Tirpitz came to Berlin, where, as 
usually, he stopped at a small’ hotel 
in the Potsdamerstrasse. He‘ was 
said to have. had several interviews 
with the ex-Kaiser at Castle Belle- 
vue, and it is probably due to his in- 
fluence that the ex-Kaiser hesitated 
so long in signing his abdication. 
The last time he was seen at 30 Vic- 
toriastrasse, the headquarters of the 
Fatherland Party, his appearance 
had greatly altered. The long flow- 
ing whiskers that distinguished him 
so significantly - had been closely 
cropped. 

Tirpitz had collected enormous 
funds, especially from the Rhenish 
industrial circles,for the Pan German 
aims. But from other sources, too, 
he -had drawn many millions to be 
used in corrupting newspapers and 
for other sinister purposes. | The 
Bavarian. King alone paid him 6,- 
000,000 marks to be used in popular-

THE SURRENDER OF THE GERMAN 
NAVY. 

‘What will be reckoned as the most 
dramatic incident of the armistice and 
historically the most impressive was 
the surrender off the Firth of Forth 
yesterday of a powerful fleet of Ger- 
man battleships, battle,cruisers, and 
light cruisers to a naval force con- 
sisting of the British Grand Fleet and 
French and American, squadrons. 
“ The Day ’’ had come, but it wit- 
messed the downfall of Germany as a 
*sea Power, not a decisive victory over 
the British Navy: Among the. ships 
yielded and taken to a base for dis- 
posal ‘at the allied conference table 
were ten dreadnought battleships of 
about 25,000 tons displacement, most 
of them built since 1911, and- six 
battle cruisers, including the Hinden- 
~ burg and Derfflinger, of even greater |. 
displacement, the very latest additions 
_ to the German Navy. 

Germany will not recover any of 
these ships; her colonies in all parts 
of the: world aré géne; her foreign 
trade, that bade fair to. drive.Great 
Britain and the United States from 
profitable markets, is only a memory, 
and her merchant marine is no more, 
than a nucleus. The great naval and: 
commercial fabric, raised with vast ex- 
penditure of gold and toil, lies pros- 
trate and dismantied. There is noth- 
ing imperial in the state of Germany 
now. Never has there been so mad 
an exhibition of human folly as the 
leadership of the military oligarchy 
that wrought her humiliation and 
ruin. 

Dazzling hopes were built upon the 
expansion of the German Navy, which 
began in 1900. Speaking ‘at Cologne 
in 18Q@7, the Kaiser had said: ‘‘ Nep- 

* tune. with the trident is a symbol 
‘*for us that we have new tasks to 
*‘ fulfill since the Empire has been 
** welded together. here we 
“* have to protect German citizeng; 
** everywhere we have to protect Ger- 
**man honor. The trident must be 
“4m our hands.’’ The Kaiser’s inter- 
est in the sea was genuine. 

The Kaiser’s famous declaration that 

** Our future lies upon the water,’’ 
made at Stettin in 1898, anticipated 
the building of a fleet to frighten 
Great Britain inte good behavior. The 
next year, at the launching of ‘the 
Kaiser Karl der Grosse at’ Hamburg, 
he said: ‘* Bitterly do we need a pow- 
erful ‘German fleet.” The preamble 
of the Navy bill of 1900 contained that 
often quoted passage: 

/, In existing circumstances, in order to 
protect Germany’s sea trade and col- 
onies, thére is one means only, viz., 
Germany must have a fleet of such 
strength that, even for the mightiest 
naval Power, a war with her would 
involve such risks as to jeopardize its 
own supremacy. 

The Naval bill of 1900 laid down a 
program of thirty-eight battleships of 
the most powerful type, a proportion- 
ate number of cruisers and of torpedo 
craft and auxiliaries, and it called for 
the expansion of dockyards and canals 

--on a bcale to afford bases for the 

fighting fleet. It was then calculated 

that the fleet would cost $370,000,000 

and the dockyards and waterways 

~ '§100,000,000. Like most naval esti- 
mates, the figures proved to be much 
~ too low. In 1912 the program ‘was 
amended to provide for forty-one 
tleships, twelve battle cruisers, 
acy, small, awift cruisers to be at- 
tached to the fleet, besides eight 
~Jarge and ten small cruisers for for- 
aolen waters. Whe total cost of the 

: naval ‘establishment up to 

‘i August, 1914, cannot be given with 

‘accuracy. In 1001 the appropriation

Thereafter the Ad- 
miralty, under pressure from . the 
Reichstag, staked its chances of naval 
success upon the submarine. New con- 
struction was pressed feverishly. By 

the beginning of, 1916 twenty-three 

“battleships ’* had been “disarmed 
(dismantled?) 40 obtain needed metal. 
These apparently were vessels con- 
structed from 1897 to 1906, . and 
therefore pre-dreadnoughts, fer in 
October, 1906, the original Dread- 
nought was completed by: the British, 
and straightway the Germans began, 
to copy and to try to ‘improve upon 
her. 


The battleships and battle. cruisers | 


surrendered yesterday comprised more 
than half of ‘‘ the first line of battle °’ 
with which the German Navy was 
credited in July, 1914, by the Office 
of Naval Intelligence at. Washington. 
In the first year of the war there 
may. have been one or more additions 
to'tht first line of battle, but it re- 
mains to be told how mahy capital 
ships were lost in the fight off Jut- 
land.

THE LONG SESSION ENDS. ~” 

Gone are the days when ‘‘ the long 
session ’’ used to adjourn in June, ‘ex- 
cept when there was business of great 
importance to keep it in session until 
July or August. In such rare cases 
Congress. used. to consider itself. both 
a martyr and a hero, and entitled to 
reward itself by. loafing disgracefully 
in the short session. The long ses- 
sion of the Sixty-fifth Congress ad- 
journed yesterday, and the short ses- 
sion will begin a week from next Mon- 
day. Nothing but the fact that the 
law inexorably terminates its existence 
on March 4 Could prevent its becom- 
ing a long session, too; but probably 
the new Congress will be called in ex- 
tra session within a month after that 
adjournment. Congress works for its 
living nowadays, and does not even 
go home to look after its fences, 
though individual Congressmen do so, 
at some risk of. being arraigned as

The proposal for the 
eorporation .will,sit is expected, be pre- 
sented to Government officials for thor- 
ough examination before it is rounded 
into form. 

The steps looking toward the formation 
of an export corporation, whose purpose 
willbe to distribute the product of 
American mines in foreign markets, 
have all been taken in the last few 
weeks, The need for joint action was 
impressed upon copper sellers by infor- 
mation showing that syndicates were be- 
ing formed in England, France, Italy, 
and other countries for the purpose of 
pie copper in the United States as 
chea as possible. ‘The heads of the

Peared that there was still a deficit of 
$3,247,378. The total amount on hand 
donated in this city was announced as 
$31,752,622. 

After the reports at the luncheon were 
made, showing that for yesterday $4,- 
662,889 had been collected by the cam- 
paign workers, and it became apparent 
that there was-a deficit of more than 
-$8,000,000, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
Chairman of the New York Committee, 
faid that some of those who had been 


active in the campaign and who were 


already large givers to the fund had 
The idea, as 


. ptated by Mr. Rockefeller, was that if

organization Wished to remain intact 

push the campaign forward vigor- 
eusly to cover one-half of the deficit, 
the men of whom he spoke would .unite 
fm underwriting the other half of the 
Geficit, thereby reaching the $35,000,000 
total. 

The proposition was then discussed by 
the workers, and no dissenting voices 
were raised. The extension of time was 
welcomed. The apparent intention, how- 
ever, was to cover the entire amount. of 
the deficit rather than rest on the fact 
that a $1,500,000 guarantee is within 
reach. 

The Industries Division promised an- 
other half million and all the other di- 
visions came forward with assurances of 
large additions to what they have. al- 


ready done. The vote to accept the 
proposition was unanimous.

COLVER EXTOLS WORK 
OF TRADE COMMISSION 


Says There Has Been Only One 
Appeal From Decisions in 
3% Years. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 21.—In an address 
before the convention of the American 
Specialty Manufacturers’ Association to- 
day, William B. Colver, Chairman of 
the (Federal Trade Commission, dis- 
cussed the activities of the commission 
in investigating allegations of unfair 
trade practices, laying stress upon the 
fact that all but one of such complaints 
had been settled without resort to the 
courts. 

‘The work. of the commission,"’ said 
Mr. Colver, “‘ during the three and a 
half years of its existence may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

‘There have been 876 applications for 
complaint before the commission. Of 
these, after the ex parte examination, 
444 were dismissed without public notice 
or knowledge; 213 are now in. the 
process of, such examination. With re- 
spect to the remaining 219 applications 
for complaint, the formal complaint of 
the commission issued, and of these 219 
adversary, proceedings 124 have been 
disposed of, while 95 are pending. Of 
the 124 disposed of, 10’ were dismissed, 
the respondents having made sufficient 
showing of defense. In the remaining 
114 cases the order to cease and desist 
was issued, and in‘109 of these instances 
that order to cease an desist was issued 
by and -with the consent of the respond- 
ent. In the remaining five cases the 
action went through trial, and argument 
resulted in an order to cease and desist, 

‘*Out of the- whole “number, only in 
one single case has the respondent been 
moved to avail himself of his right and 
privilege to appeal against the findings 
of the commission to the Circuit Court 
of the United States. That matter is 
still pending. 

** Triese figures are significant in that 
in nearly every case where the conduct 
and methods of a business concern were 
inquired into another business concern 
or a number of other business concerns 
have appealed to the commission and in- 
voked the law. for protection against 
what appeared to the complainant as a 
hardship inflicted of the employment of 
an unfair method of competition in com- 
merce. In the remaining cases the’ pub- 
lic interest appeared to be ‘suffering 
from unfair methods. 

“Bo careful is the scrutiny by the 
commission, that in only one case out 
of four has the matter gone beyond the 
state of ex parte investigation, and that 
stage of proceeding is confidential and 
not subject to publicity of any sort. 

* Out of the entire 876 a Ph fy morpacm = for 
complaint made, the final judgment of 
the commission in the 665 matters thus 
far disposed of, has only been ques- 
tioned in the one instance. 

‘ These business concerns of the 
country are those who have come into 
immediate contact with the processes of 
the commission. They are the ones who 
know whether the commission is dealing 
honestly and fairly and ‘with full sense 
of its high obligation to the public and 
to American business ,and of all those 
whom I have met during my service 
upon the commission I have yet to have 
the .first et ager man or his attorney 
leave us any expression that he 
had been anna used or that the fullest 
regard had not een given to his rights.”
